President's  Report 


It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  welcome  you  to  the  80th 
Anniversary  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association  and  to 
report  to  you  on  Association  affairs. 

Membership  continues  high.  The  ratio  of  active  members 
to  living  graduates  is  among  the  highest  in  the  country, 
38%,  I  have  been  told.  This  obvious  interest  and  participa- 
tion of  alumni  is  our  greatest  strength  and  hope  for  the 
future. 

The  continuing  interest  of  our  alumni  can  also  be  seen 
in  the  following:  The  Harry  Walker  Scholarship  Fund  is 
expected  to  be  able  to  underwrite  three  four-hundred  dollar 
scholarships  by  the  beginning  of  October,  and  the  West 
Virginia  Chapter  Scholarship  fund  continues  to  grow;  and, 
in  addition,  your  Board  has  established  a  fund  for  Research 
on  Cancer  and  Allied  Diseases.  Once  the  issue  of  a  perma- 
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nent  home  for  the  Association  is  settled,  we  will  be  able 
to  take  on  more  projects  of  exceptional  merit. 

The  indoctrination  committee  has  carried  on  its  very  im- 
portant work.  It  was  a  privilege  for  me  to  attend  the  lunch- 
eon at  which  the  committee  members  met  with  the  student 
government  officers,  senior  class  officers,  and  the  presidents 
of  the  Schools.  The  discussion  was  open  and  frank  and,  I 
think,  beneficial  to  all  concerned.  I  would  like  to  thank  all 
who  carry  on  this  essential  work.  Along  this  line,  I  recom- 
mend that  more  meetings  of  this  type  be  held  in  order  to 
foster  better  communication  between  the  Association  and 
the  student  body. 

Doctor  Coleman,  our  president-elect,  Doctor  Tucker, 
our  treasurer,  Miss  Franck,  and  I  had  lunch  at  the  Alumni 
House  on  February  12th  with  Mr.  Virginius  Dabney,  rector 
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of  V.  C.  U.  Mr.  Dabney  suggested  that  we  submit  names 
to  the  Governor  for  possible  appointment  to  the  Board  of 
Visitors  of  V.  C.  U.  as  vacancies  occur. 

It  might  interest  you  that  Mr.  Dabney  was  familiar  with 
the  Alumni  House  before  his  visit.  He  was  quite  pleased 
when  we  told  him  that  the  House  had  been  listed  in  the 
Virginia  Landmarks  Register  and  had  been  nominated  for 
the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places.  Last  week  it  was 
accepted  and  is  now  registered  nationally. 

Mr.  Dabney  was  delighted  with  the  condition  of  the 
house  and  most  complimentary  of  the  good  taste  with  which 
Miss  Franck  has  decorated  and  furnished  the  Board  Room 
and  offices.  Most  importantly,  when  informed  that  it  was  in 
danger  of  being  condemned  to  make  way  for  high  rise 
buildings,  he  told  us  he  would  support  us  in  our  endeavor 
to  save  it. 

Following  the  receipt  of  a  communication  from  Dr.  War- 
ren W.  Brandt,  president-designate  of  V.  C.  U.,  regarding 
the  new  university  administrative  structure,  a  special  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  of  Trustees  (of  the  Alumni  Association) 
was  called  for  Sunday,  May  4,  at  2  p.m.  Of  especial  concern 
to  the  Association,  regarding  the  new  administrative  struc- 
ture as  set  forth  in  this  communication,  were  these  factors: 

1.  No  mention  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  by 
name  (as  called  for  by  law)  appeared  in  the  structure  as 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  V.  C.  U. 

2.  The  proposed  committees  to  work  with  the  president- 
designate  of  V.  C.  U.  in  selecting  vice-presidents  for  the 
Health  Science  Division  and  the  Hospital  Division  did  not 
call  for  representation  from  the  Alumni  Association. 

At  this  meeting  your  Board  unanimously  passed  a  mo- 


tion that  stated,  "The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Alumni 
Association  of  MCV  insists  that  the  identity  of  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  be  maintained  as  set  forth  in  the  spirit 
and  the  letter  of  the  law." 

Further,  the  Board  unanimously  endorsed  a  nominee  for 
membership  on  the  two  committees  previously  mentioned. 

On  Thursday,  May  8,  the  executive  committee  and  Mr. 
Reginald  Rooke  from  the  past  presidents  committee,  met 
with  Doctor  Brandt  at  the  Alumni  House.  Doctor  Brandt 
was  very  gracious  and  when  informed  of  the  action  of  the 
Board,  expressed  agreement  on  all  points.  In  addition,  when 
Doctor  Brandt  was  told  that  our  Association  was  an  inde- 
pendent, non-profit  organization  that  in  no  way  came  under 
the  Administration  of  the  College,  he  stated  that  he  thought 
that,  "This  is  as  it  should  be."  We  thanked  him  heartily. 

I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  the  Richmond  and 
Tidewater  Chapter  meetings  and  the  North  Carolina  Dental 
Chapter  meeting.  Mr.  John  Bierer  represented  the  Associa- 
tion at  the  Roanoke  meeting,  and  Dr.  Douglas  Neal  rep- 
resented us  at  the  North  Carolina  Medical.  During  the 
remainder  of  my  term,  I  plan  to  attend  as  many  other  Chap- 
ter meetings  as  possible. 

I  want  to  thank  the  members  of  the  executive  committee; 
the  Board  of  Trustees;  Dr.  O.  T.  Graham,  general  chairman 
of  the  reunion  committee;  and  especially  Miss  Minnie 
Franck,  our  executive  secretary,  for  their  support  and 
assistance.

School  of  Hospital  Administration

Doctor  Ware,  Honored 

A  pavilion  in  the  labor  and  delivery 
suite  of  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia South  Hospital  today  was  named 
the  H.  Hudnall  Ware  Jr.,  Cesarean 
Section  Room  in  honor  of  one  of 
MCV's  most  distinguished  faculty 
members  and  a  pioneer  in  cesarean 
delivery  techniques. 

Dr.  H.  Hudnall  Ware  Jr.  (M  '24), 
a  member  of  the  school  of  medicine 
faculty  for  the  past  40  years,  was  the 
first  obstetric-gynecology  specialist  in 
Richmond — and  among  the  first  in 
Virginia — to  perform  his  own  cesarean 
sections  during  the  late  1920's.  At  that 
time,  the  procedure  usually  was  per- 
formed by  a  general  surgeon. 

Doctor  Ware,  who  has  devoted  his 
entire  teaching  career  to  MCV,  joined 
the  school  of  medicine  faculty  in  1928 
as  an  instructor.  He  was  promoted  in 
1929  to  associate  professor  and  chief 
obstetrician.  In  1942  he  was  named 
professor  and  chairman  of  the  depart- 
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ment  of  obstetrics  and  gynecology,  a 
post  he  held  until  1967. 

Dr.  Ware,  70,  has  been  appointed 
emeritus  professor  of  obstetrics  and 
gynecology  by  the  VCU  Board  of 
Visitors,  effective  July  1.  He  will  con- 
tinue his  private  practice  and  research 
activities  in  the  causes  of  maternal  and 
fetal  mortality. 


Marston  Speaks 

Dr.  Robert  Q.  Marston  (M'47), 
director  of  the  National  Institutes  of 
Health,  was  the  Alpha  Omega  Alpha 
lecturer  at  the  school  of  medicine's 
Student  Honors  Day  on  Friday,  May 
23,  at  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia. 

Doctor  Marston  spoke  on  "Your 
Government  and  Your  Medical 
School"  in  George  Ben  Johnson  Audi- 
torium. Doctor  Marston,  who  became 
director  of  NIH  last  summer,  taught 
in  the  department  of  bacteriology  and 
immunology  at  MCV  from  1953-to 
1961.  He  received  his  M.D.  degree 
from  MCV  in  1947.  Before  joining 
NIH  in  1966  as  director  of  regional 
medical  programs,  Dr.  Marston  was 
dean  of  the  University  of  Mississippi 
school  of  medicine. 


Ambrose  Retires 

Dr.  Anthony  M.  Ambrose  has  been 
appointed  emeritus  professor  of  phar- 
macology, effective  July  1,  at  the  Med- 
ical College  of  Virginia. 

Doctor  Ambrose,  professor  of  phar- 
macology at  MCV  since  1961,  will 
continue  part-time  in  the  department 
of  pharmacology  preparing  experi- 
mental research  data  for  publication. 
He  assumed  in  early  July  a  post  as  re- 
search consultant  and  chief  pharma- 
cologist-toxicologist  with  Pharmaco- 
pathics  Research  Laboratories  in 
Laurel,  Maryland. 

Doctor  Ambrose's  research  activities 
include  studies  of  the  pharmacology 
and  toxicology  of  chemicals  used  in 
foods,  drugs,  and  cosmetics;  digestion 
and  metabolism  of  synthetic  fats;  en- 
vironmental health  hazards;  and  toxi- 
cology of  pesticidal  agents,  repellents, 
fungicides,  and  clothing  impregnants. 


Dept.  of  Microbiology 

The  department  of  microbiology  at 


the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  expects 
to  more  than  double  its  number  of 
graduate  students  by  1972  as  a  result 
of  a  new  $124,000  training  grant 
from  the  National  Institutes  of  Health. 

Ten  students  in  the  school  of  grad- 
uate studies  currently  are  enrolled  in 
master's  and  doctoral  programs  in 
microbiology  at  MCV.  With  the  aid 
of  the  three-year  grant  from  the  Na- 
tional Institute  of  Allergy  and  Infec- 
tious Diseases  of  NIH,  graduate  enroll- 
ment in  microbiology  is  expected  to 
increase  to  25  students  by  1972. 

Although  MCV  granted  its  first  mas- 
ter's degree  in  microbiology  in  1944, 
no  doctoral  degrees  in  microbiology 
were  awarded  until  1966.  Since  1944, 
MCV  has  awarded  six  master's  degrees 
in  microbiology  and,  since  1966,  three 
doctoral  degrees.  With  the  aid  of  the 
grant,  by  1972,  the  department  of 
microbiology  will  have  equaled  its  total 
previous  graduate  output,  according  to 
Dr.  S.  Gaylen  Bradley,  department 
chairman. 
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Under  the  grant,  the  department  of 
microbiology  will  receive  $28,400  in 
September,  1969,  for  the  support  of 
seven  graduate  students;  $43,950  in 
1970-71;  and  $51,650  in  1971-72. 
The  grant  will  provide  a  $2,600  annual 
stipend  and  tuition  and  fees  per  stu- 
dent for  support  of  graduate  study  in 
the  four-year  microbiology  program. 


MCV-West — Renovation 

There's  a  face-lifting  operation  in 
progress  at  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  that  does  not  require  the  ser- 
vices of  a  plastic  surgeon. 

Thirty-year-old  MCV  West  Hos- 
pital, the  main  hospital,  had  begun  to 
show  its  age  when  crews  of  electricians, 
carpenters,  plumbers,  and  bricklayers 
began  a  project  of  hospital  renewal  18 
months  ago. 

The  project  to  give  a  new  and  mod- 
ern face  to  MCV  West — one  of  Vir- 
ginia's older  urban  hospitals — is  now 
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midway  towards  completion.  The  proj- 
ect thus  far  has  cost  approximately 
$2  million  in  State  and  Federal  funds 
and  includes  new  equipment  for  teach- 
ing purposes  and  patient  care  as  well 
as  up-dating  of  physical  facilities. 

An  additional  $1.7  million  in  new 
state  appropriations  will  be  used  for 
continuation  of  up-dating  plant  and 
equipment  for  the  16-story,  500-bed 
hospital  that  serves  patients  from 
throughout  Virginia. 

"Renovation  has  to  be  a  continuous 
activity  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  clini- 
cian and  the  patient  and  to  meet  the 
demands  brought  upon  the  hospital  by 
rapid  advancements  in  the  health  sci- 
ences," said  Dewey  M.  Lovelace,  as- 
sistant administrator  for  MCV  West. 

Hospitals,  he  said,  traditionally  are 
constructed  with  a  life  expectancy  of 
approximately  50  years.  However,  ob- 
solescence sets  in  rapidly  after  con- 
struction and  quickly  accelerates. 

One  of  the  first  areas  to  become  ob- 
solete was  the  rotunda  lobbies  on  14 
floors  of  MCV  West.  The  rotundas  are 
being  reconstructed  to  improve  the 
control  of  cooled  and  heated  air  and 
to  raise  the  level  of  fire  protection, 
Lovelace  said. 

Recessed  lighting  for  better  illumi- 
nation in  the  rotundas,  acoustical  ceil- 
ings, and  new  flooring  has  given  an 
up-to-date  look  to  five  lobbies  where 
reconstruction  is  completed.  Renova- 
tions of  the  rotundas — which  are  lo- 
cated in  the  middle  of  West  Hospital 
with  four  wings  radiating  from  the 
lobbies — will  cost  approximately  $70,- 
000.  Construction  is  expected  to  be 
completed  by  November,  1970. 

For  further  fire  protection,  a  system 
of  fire  doors  that  close  automatically 
also  are  being  installed  on  all  floors  of 
West  Hospital  with  the  exception  of 
the  11th  floor  operating  suite,  and 
smoke  detector  devices  and  fire  alarm 
systems  are  being  placed  throughout 
the  building. 

Also  under  the  carpenter's  hammer 
is  MCV  West  hospital  kitchen,  the  area 
responsible  for  the  main  preparations 
for  serving  3-4,000  meals  per  day. 
Renovations  to  expand  kitchen  facili- 
ties in  West  Hospital  began  this  month 
and  will  be  completed  by  November. 
During  construction,  all  meals  for  the 
main  hospital  will  be  served  out  of 
cafeteria  kitchens,  and  meals  for  North, 
South,  and  East  Hospitals  will  be  pre- 
pared in  the  North  Hospital  kitchen, 
Lovelace  said. 
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Renovation  of  the  main  kitchen  will 
cost  approximately  $276,000,  with 
$154,000  allotted  for  new  dishwashers, 
refrigeration  components,  high  pressure 
steam  cooking  devices,  electric  stoves, 
and  other  equipment. 

Another  of  the  major  renewal  proj- 
ects is  on  equipment  unseen  but  nec- 
essary to  supply  services  to  a  hospital 
building — the  vast  electrical  system.  To 
meet  expanded  requirements  for  elec- 
trical power,  a  new  central  electrical 
distribution  system  has  been  installed 
in  West  Hospital  through  the  fifth 
floor.  The  system  will  be  expanded 
through  the  balance  of  the  building  by 
February,  1970. 

A  new  generator — part  of  the  new 
$350,000  electrical  system — will  pro- 
vide emergency  power  for  elevators 
and  operating  rooms  in  event  of  power 
failure,  Lovelace  said. 

Prominent  in  the  job  of  up-dating 
an  older  hospital  is  the  creation  of  in- 
tensive care  units. 

"The  intensive  care  unit  is  the  most 
modern  special  care  facility.  It  brings 
all  that  modern  science  has  to  offer  to 
the  bedside  of  the  very  ill  patient," 
Lovelace  said. 

MCV,  which  has  three  eight-bed 
units  already  in  operation,  will  begin 
within  the  next  two  months  to  renovate 
and  equip  one  wing  for  neurosurgery 
intensive  care  and  one  wing  for  neu- 
rology intensive  care  on  the  second 
floor  of  West  Hospital.  The  new  units, 
costing  approximately  $140,000  per 
wing,  are  expected  to  open  for  patient 
occupancy  by  early  spring,  1970. 

Another  of  the  objectives  of  the  re- 
newal project  is  the  elimination  of 
congested  open  wards  and  four-bed 
rooms  in  MCV  West.  Remodeling  of 
the  north  wing  on  the  second  and 
third  floors  of  West  Hospital  will  be 
completed  within  the  next  60  days. 
The  new  arrangement,  Lovelace  said, 
will  have  provisions  for  appropriate 
bath,  examination,  and  nursing  and 
teaching  spaces  and  also  will  provide 
greater  privacy  and  convenience  for 
patients  and  greater  efficiency  for  hos- 
pital personnel. 

In  other  areas  of  renewal  for  West 
Hospital,  major  projects  include 
$135,000  for  new  operating  room  X- 
ray  equipment  and  a  $175,000  expen- 
diture for  the  addition  of  three  new 
operating  rooms  with  fixed  equipment 
on  the  11th  floor,  east  wing.  In  addi- 
tion, $120,000  is  being  spent  to  re- 
decorate 120  private  patient  rooms.
